On the morning of February 2, 1966, one of America’s foremost lie-de- 
tector experts made a fascinating discovery. The man’s name was CLEVE 
BACKSTER;; the strange revelation—which was to initiate a continuing series 
of the most unusual experiments in the history of horticulture—began when 
he decided to find out how long it would take water to travel from the roots 
to the leaves of an office plant. To satisfy his curiosity, he attached a pair of 
polygraph electrodes to a leaf of his dracena massangeana. The result 
stunned him.

What Backster expected to find was a decrease in electrical resistance, 
induced by increased moisture. Instead, to his astonishment, he observed a 
psychogalvanic reflex (PGR) pattern closely resembling that of a human 
under emotional stimulation! 

Mr. Backster was far from a novice in the use of the polygraph, an instru- 
ment employed to detect emotional changes in humans and, thus, betray 
their true reactions to questioning. 


Mr. Backster had, in fact, served as a C.I.A. polygraph section head for a 
number of years, and regularly taught police, private investigators and 
government personnel how to use it. An acknowledged expert, he was not 
likely to be mistaken about what he saw: his plant was apparently displaying 
emotion! To verify the amazing P.G.R. reading, he tried a number of experi- 
ments. First, he dropped brine shrimp into boiling water, in the presence of 
plants. The P.G.R. reading showed violent reaction. It appeared that some 
sort of extrasensory broadcast of danger was being transmitted to the plants 
by the dying shrimp cells. He repeated the killing experiment with other 
forms of life—fresh fruit and vegetables, yeast, mold, amoebae, paramecia, 
sperm—and, each time, the plants recorded the same violent reaction on the 
polygraph! Backster concluded that killings in the immediate vicinity of the 
plants proved that they share a characteristic with animals: each stakes out a 
territory and reacts to phenomena occurring within that space.

PLANTS REACT SELF-DEFENSIVELY! When they feel threatened, 
they respond like animals or humans. According to P.G.R. readings, they can 
actually faint! 

PLANTS RECOGNIZE HUMAN ENEMIES! They appear capable of 
loving, hating or fearing people. In one experiment, a physiologist (who 
customarily destroyed her plants when her testing was completed) entered 


\ Backster’s laboratory and his plants “froze up” with fear. When she de- 


parted, they relaxed. 

PLANTS DEVELOP RELATIONSHIPS WITH THEIR MASTERS! Moni- 
toring showed that Backster’s plants continued to react to his thoughts even 
when he moved to another room, or a distant building. Using automated 
equipment and precisely synchronized stopwatches, he proved that his plants 
registered an emotional reaction at the exact moment he decided to return 
from New Jersey to his New York lab ... a distance of about 15 miles. 
Further tests demonstrated that no shield, Faraday Cage, lead container or 
similar enclosure could block out or interfere with the extrasensory com- 
munication link between plant and master.
